stopped and the district saved from 
a serious situation. 


iUr. Kodgcrs urged the orehard- 


ists to dig trenches for all

use of a lighter, a small scar is 
developed across the thumb," says 
Superintendent Stratton. "If it is 
a cheap, hard-working lighter, the 
scar is plain.

Now on 
this 
print, 


there's no streak but it's the same 
thumb. The picture was taken be- 
fore the man bought his light- 
er."

WASHINGTON,— Mere ambass-

such elderly millionaires as

row, but the really ambitious fed- 
eral job-seeker will go hunting for 
a post as an American High Com- 
missioner. 


An ambassador parks himself in 


a foreign capital and usually be- 
comes little more than a glorified 
messenger boy. But when an Amer- 
ican High Commissioner goes any- 
where he goes there to run the 
whole show. He has the rank of an 
ambassador and he ranks as the 
senior officer present at all times. 
••" There is no more powerful Am- 
erican outside this country than an 
American High Commissioner. He 
is perhaps the nearest modern ap- 
proach we have to the old Roman 
pro-consul. 


These Jobs Are Scarce 


Unfortunately, there are very few 


of these jobs to be had. There <never 
were very many and the only High 
Commissionership now in force is 
that of Major eGneral John A. Rus- 
sell of the Marines, who has been 
our High Commissioner to Haiti 
since 1922. The chances are that 
General Rssell will hold his job 
indefinitely, but there has been 
s,'ome agitation for his replacement 
by a civilian, so it may be a good 
tip to job-seekers to suggest that 
they sound out President Hoover. 


One recalls only two other High 


Commissioners within the past two 
decades. Sumner Wells was made 
High Commissioner to the Domin- 
ican Republic several years ago and 
served two years, commuting be- 
tween Santo Domingo and Wash- 
ington until he had straightened

of the power that can be lodged 
with a High Commissioner. 
He 


deals directly with the president—- 
sometimes called "our pupppet pres 
ident"—of Haiti and the State De- 
partment. 
For eight years, under 


our treaty with Haiit, he has had 
sway over that country's customs, 
finances, 
police 
system, 
public 


health. 


All American treaty officials, di- 


recting these various branches of 
government, come under the gen- 
eral. Although an officer of the 
Marines he is not compelled to wear 
a uniform and doesn't. 
He has 


been on the job lor eight years and 
was first appointed on the recom- 
mendation of a senatorial commit- 
tee which went to th/: island about 
1920. 


What appeared to be a demon- 


stration of Russell's 
jiower 
was 


given last year when Senator King 
of Utah, who had criticied Ameri- 
can occupation of Haiti, was barred 
from visiting the country by Presi- 
dent Borno.

does not in any way imply clackness on the part of our naval 
leaders. 


The loss of the British submarine H-47 the other day 


was the 14th submarine catastrophe the British navy has had 
since the war. These tragedies have taken the lives of many 
British sailors. Yet the British navy is the very symbol of 
efficiency and seamanship. 


Submarines at best, are risky crafts. 
Only their su- 


preme importance in war justifies their retention in the 
fleet in time of peace.
